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GLASGOW AND CAPE BRETON (NOVA SCOTIA) COAL AN 
RAILWAY COMPANY. ? 


The first annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
offices, Great Winchester-street, on Thursday, 

Mr. Horatio L, MICHOLLS in the chair. 
Mr, WALTER WRIGHT (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting. The report of the «lirectors (which appeared in last 
weck’s Journal) was taken as read. 
The CHAIRMAN said the success of the undertaking was very fa- 
vourable, although they could not but regret that the line had not 
been opened as promised, Unfortunately, however, the weather had 
been so excessively bad, such as had never before been known in 
America, that the line in many places was entirely blocked by snow. 
Delay also had arisen in consequerce of the strikes and the difficulties in con- 
nection with engineering matters; two engines, however, would leave within 
the next fortnight with the other machinery. The line would be opened within 
the sums originally estimated, but the collieries had cost more. Mr. Gisborne, 
thinking that everything should be done on a very superior principle, the houses 
erected were of such a character as likely to attract the best class of workmen, 
The property had been examined by a son of Lord Lawrence, whom they were in 
hopes would have accepted the position of manager. That gentleman reported 
the buildings were of a most superior character, which, with other considera- 
tions, were likely to attract the miners from the other mines in the district, 
but that gentleman having obtained an appointment that was much more satis- 
factory, declined the position cffered to him asmanager of thiscompany. They 
had, however, succeeded in securing the services of a gentleman who would an- 
swer all their requirements—Mr. Harvie, who had had great experience in rail- 
ways, and was eminently suited for the position. As to the mines, they had 
already raised, with the use of a 10-borse engine, 6000 tons of saleable coal, 
and were now raising 200 tons per day from the Reserve Mine. The Dione 
steamer would leave on Monday next, taking out nearly all the machinery neces- 
sary for the mines, and the remainder would follow by the next steamer, The 
concession for the line to the Louisburg Harbour was a matter of considerable 
importance, that harbour, unlike Sydney, was open for shipplng throughout the 
whole year. The line was now being surveyed, and information had been re- 
ceived that it would be most successful, The Government had agreed to send one 
of their steamers to assist in surveying the barbour—in fact, they evinced every 
desire to assist Inevery way the completion of the plan. He hesitated to prog- 
nosticate what the returns were likely to be against their capital, the more es- 
pecially as the shareholders had the same means of ascertaining it as the direc- 
tors. The Reserve Mine was returning 100,000 tons of coal per annum, ata price 
of about $2 per ton, which (roughly speaking) left a profit of something like 3s, 
per ton; and arrangements have been made for the carriage of 400,000 tons per 
annum at3 cents. per ton per mile overa distance of12or 14 miles, If they took 
off the expense of 50 per cent. a very liandsome profit would be left, He did 
not he was sure, nor did his co-directors, wish to make any statement as tothe 
amount of dividend the company would pay, but he did belleve their prospects 
were very satisfactory, that the property was extremely valuable, and likely to 
pay very haudsome returns in the future, Every attention would be given to 
work the concern with the greatest possible economy, and every endeavour made 
to ensure success. (Hear, hear.) He then moved the reception of the report and 
balance-sheet. 

Mr. HERBERT HEATH seconded the proposition, and drew attention to the 
fact that there was a large demand for coal springing up in Canada, An offer 
had been made to Mr. Gisborne to supply 50,000 tons to Philadelphia at a price 
that would leave so small a margin of profit that Mr. Gisborne very prudently 
declined to entertain it, but in all probability other arrangements would be 
made iucreasing the margin of profit, and at the same time enable them to send 
coal there as soon as possible.

Capt. PITMAN asked whether the 50 per cent. expenses referred by the Chair- 
man was for the whole line, or a portion only; and also what amount of the 
new capital had been taken up ? 

Admiral STODDART asked whether, when the line was opened and in workiag 
order, the expenditure would be over or under the original capital ? 

The CHAIRMAN said their engineer would tell them that the working ex- 
penses would be less than he (the Chairman) had stated ; but he thought it just 
as well to put the expenses as heavy as possible, so as not to flatter the concern. 
Of the new capital 15,0001. had been taken up, but the whole would be required. 
He did not think more than the original capital would be required to complete the 
line—at any rate, if exceeded at all, the amount would be very small. Possibly 
more capital might be wanted for extensions, but even then not more than 
15,0001. to 20,0001. When the present line was completed the original capital 
would certainly not be excecded by more than 10,000l. Unissued shares could be 
disposed of at par, and they hoped to do so shortly. 

The resolution adopting the report aud accounts was put and carried unant- 
mously. 

Upon the proposition of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Admiral STODDART, the 
retiring auditors, Messrs. Ford and Smith, were re-elected. 

Mr. FENN (Messrs. Fenn and Crossthwaite) said some companies had been 
formed for working collieries close to the Reserve Mine, and were raising coal 
and carrying it over the company’s line. 

The CHAIRMAN said he alluded to that fact when he stated that arrange- 
ments had been made for the conveyance of 400,000 tons of coal per annum, as 
their own mine was capable of raising only 100,000 tons per annum. 

Mr. FENN added that there were three collierles—the Lorway, Emery, and 
the Schooner Pond, all of which were feeders to the line. The Schooner Pond 
was capable of raising 200,000 tons per annum, the Lorway 100,000, and the 
Emery about the same quantity. These were facts proving that this under- 
taking was a good one, 

The CHAIRMAN read some extracts from the report of the Government Surveyor 
of Mines corroborative of Mr. Fenn’s statements. 

Mr. JAMES SAMUEL, C.E. (the company’s engineer), stated that preliminary 
examinations had been made of the course of the extension line, and he thought 
it likely an easier and better line could be made than that originally contem- 
plated.——A vote of thanks was then passed to the Chairman and directors. 

The CHAIRMAN, having acknowledged the vote, stated that every endeavour 
would be made to make the concern a success, adding that some portion of the 
expenditure would be met by the coal, there being some thousands of tons ready 
for shipment. As he had already said, he did not wish to flatter the concern, 
but merely to make as plain a statement as he possibly could, and he hoped the 
next time they met it would be under still more satisfactory circumstances than 
the present. (Hear, hear.) ——The proceedings then terminated. 


ANGLO-BRAZILIAN GOLD MINING COMPANY, 


The annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the London 
Tavern, on Wednesday,—Mr. WILDE in the chair, 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, the report of 
the directors (which appeared in last week’s Journal) was taken asread. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he presided over the present meeting in 
consequence of the absence of Mr, Haymen, who had gone out to 
America concerning the Eclipse Mine; and Mr, Dawson, the manag- 
ing director, was in Brasil examining into the affairs of this and the 
other mines; and Mr, Foster was, unfortunately, ill in bed. As to 
the old mine, it had been a great disappointment to the directors as 
well as to the shareholders, the directors having always been very 
largely interested in the company, having very great faith in it—in 
fact, they had believed it would be a more productive property than 
the Don Pedro, and held an enormously large proportion of shares 
in it, and were still large holders. The old mine had returned gold to the 
value of 90,0001., showing there was a considerable quantity of gold there, but 
whether it had beeu raised as economically as it might have been, or whether 
or not all the go!d had been extracted from the ore, was another point. What 
Mr. Morrison said tended to show they had not got anything like the quantity 
of gold from the ore that was there. There was an immense body of ore in the 
mine, and he thought in some two or three months time a very considerable in- 
crease in the percentage of gold would be returned ; a very small additional per- 
centage would make all! the difference between profit aud loss. The expenses 
had been cut down very considerably, and when Mr. Dawson returned he thought 
they would find the ore was returning a considerable {ncrease of gold from the 
same number of tons. At the new mine (Pitangul) they were acting upon a dif- 
ferent plan to that which was adopted by Captain Treloar. Captain Treloar, 
believing in the productive character of a mine erected all the necessary sur- 
face works previous to getting the mine opened, which no doubt was the best 
plan if they were quite certain of the returns. Mr. Morrison went on the oppo- 
site plan of finding the large deposits of gold, and then erecting the stamps, &c, 
Tuey believed Mr. Morrison to be a man who wrote very moderately and tempe- 
rately, It should be recollected that the enormous difference In the present rate 
of exchange, as compared with what it was two or three years ago—the money 
being sent out from this country—made a considerable difference in the working 
expenses of all their mines, He then moved the adoption and reception of the 
report and balance-sheet. 

Mr. HILL thought a great deal of valuable time had been lost, for now that 
this discovery of extracting a larger percentage of gold had been made the re- 
sources of the company had been so diminished by the purchase of Pitangul, 
which might probably turn out a valuable property, that there was only 1s, per 
share to call up; therefore, he presumed it would be necessary to create pre- 
ference shares, greatiy reducing the value of the ordinary shares. 

Mr. RECKETT suggested that the returns from their new source of wealth 
should be employed in the development of the mines, rather than any additional 
capital that might be required should bo raised, elther by preference shares or 
debentures. He understood they were now approaching one of the old veins 
which proved so remuunerative to the old proprietors, 80 that they might look 
for considerably increased returns, 

Mr. FISHBOURNE asked whether it would not be possible to amalgamate the 
whole of these companies, and thereby lessen the expenditure ? 

Mr. T. G. TAYLOR asked what remuneration the directors received? It was 
a fact that the directors and officers were the same in all the companies, and, 
therefore, should consider the disappointments of the shareholders, He could 
not see the practicability of amalgamating the different companies ; under any 
circumstances it would be a very difficult and unsatisfactory task, but as tke 
directors sat upon the boards of so many companies they should reduce their re- 
muneration, if not consenting to a relinquishment, so long as the shareholders 
did not receive any dividends. 

Mr. J. CROPP was quite content to enter thelr mine as an adventurer, and to 
abide the results: but they were nearing the point when the funds would be ex- 








hausted, He, for one, should raise his yoice against issuing preference shares, 





The Chairman had told them that there was a reduction in the expendituore, 

but he found that for Jaauary and February the loss was 10001. per month. 

Mr. NEALE asked if the forfeited shares were to be placed upon the market ? 

——The CHAIRMAN replied to the different questions by stating that, in regard 

to the loss of time referred to by Mr, Hill, some two years since Capt. Treloar 

began t» suspect they were not getting all the gold they should obtain, and tried 

several experiments in connection with the stamps, effected many changes, and 

erected some arastras, and more gold was extracted. Mr. Morrison had gone a 

step further, and, taking advantage of Capt. Treloar’s very great experience, 

had done something more. Capt. Treloar’s great object had been to develope 

the Fundao, and when that point failed attention was immediately turned to 

the rest of the property. Capt. Treloar had stated that he was deceived; but 

it must be recollected his reports were based upon what he had been told ahous 

the mine, it being at that time under water. He (the Chairman) could not tell 
whether new capital would or would not be required. He did not belfeve there 
would be any practical advantage by the amalgamation of the different com- 

panties, even if it could be done, which was very doubtful. In all these com- 

panies they endeavoured to make one mine assist the other as much as possible 
in point of labour and agency. The office expenses, he was certain, could not 
be reduced if an amalgamation was effected, for they had already all the benefit 
that would result from such a step. The directors’ fees were 7061. per annum, 

which if any gentlemen would kindly come upon the board and see what risks 
were run, he would say was by no means an excessive payment. As to holding 
half-yearly meetings, that was a question which must be decided bya full 

board; he did not see what further information shareholders could gain, since 
all the information from the mines was published fortnightly. The permanent 
expenses of the mine had been very much reduced; but it must be recollected 

that Mr. Morrison was at present expending a considerable amount of money 

in experiments, with the view of extracting a larger percentage of gold from 

the ore. The 7893 forfeited shares were in thehands of the company. Thecost 
of the Pitangul was 15,0001., in addition to which they had to pay 6 por cent. to 
the Government, and the necessary law expenses. 

The motion adopting the report and balanco-sheet was put and carried una- 
nimously, The directors and auditors were re-elected. 


SOUTH PH@NIX TIN AND COPPER MINING COMPANY] 


The third general meeting of shareholders was held at the West- 
minster Palace Hotel, Victoria-street, Westminster, on Monday, 
Mr. J. R. MACARTHUR in the chair. 

Mr, H. BROWN (secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 
The report of the directors congratulated the shareholders on the improved 
prospects of this company. Twelve months ago the number of ordinary shares 
taken up was only 301, and the affair seemed quite ata standstill. The few di- 
rectors who stood by the concern were confident that it would prove a remune- 
rative mine if capital were supplied, and, after some months of anxlety, they 
had their perseverance rewarded. They had now to report that 7215 ordinary 
shares have been taken, which, with the 2500 paid-up shares mentioned in the 
articles, will leave only 2285 shares unissued. Most of these shares the directors 
hope to issue at a premium, and so cover the prellminary expenses. An engine 
and machinery have been purchased on very advantageous terms, The direstors 
have now the capital to work the mine in the most efficient manner, the pro- 
spects as shown by the reports are extremely good, and they belleve the share- 
holders will soon receive a liberal return for their investments. 

The report of the managing dircctor (Mr. Charles Pearson) and tho agent 
(Capt. James Kelly) stated that the shaft is 12 ft. long and 5% ft. wide, The 
ground gone through In sluking is very congenial for mineral, being a beautiful 
mineralised grauite, The capels in the old men’s workings that have beon 
assayed have produced 25 lbs, of black tin per ton, the old men having evidently 
taken away all the best part of the lode. Thelode as faras traced Is 18 ft. wide, 
and when cut through it, as intended, at the 20 they hope to have the same valu- 
able branches of tin the old men must have had from occastonal stones found 
on removing the burrows—for instance, last week they had to remove part of one 
of them, and a stoneof tin was found, weighing about 20 lbs. ; partof this they 
had assayed, and the portion of it so assayed was found to contain the enor- 
mous quantity of 1207 Ibs. to the ton of stuff. Part of this stone will be sent to 
the office. It may be a question when the stamps are erected whether it will 
not pay well to have all the burrows turned over. They have purchased the 
whim-engine and boiler at Gonamena Mive, upon most reasonable terms, which 
they hoped to erect in about three months, 

The CHAIRMAN said it gave him great pleasure to meet his fellow- 
shareholders upon the present occasion, because he trusted it was the 
commencement of a series of meetings increasing in interest and 
profit to them all, The mine was for some time in abeyance; the 
few shareholders, of which he was one, who took 301 shares in the 
first instance, incurred a pecuniary responsibility to the extent of 
about 4001., and it then seemed that either the company must be wound-up or 
the property transferred to someone else. Fortunately, however, thelr manag- 
ing director, Mr. George Pearson, who resided on the spot, was always alive to 
every circumstance that might tend to the advantage of the mine, brought It 
under the notice of Mr. Hazledine and Mr, Baylis, who several times visited 
the property, and so satisfled were they as to its Intrinsic value that, tn order 
to ensure its further development they made themselves responsible to the 
amount of 5001. Notice then began to be taken of the mine in the neighbour- 
hood, as well as interest in its future, and the result had been, as stated in 
the report, that 7215 ordinary shares had been taken up. It was, however, to 
Mr. Peckover’s untiring energy that the shares had been disposed of, With the 
means thus placed at their disposal, attention being continually kept upon what 
was going on at the neighbouring mines, they determined to erect the neces- 
sary machinery.

it was accordingly purchased, and was in course of erection. The report of the 
managing director, and also of Captain James Kelly (their agent), who was a 
practical man, showed the shareholders had every reason to believe that in a 
short time remunerative returns would commence to be made. The present was 
the first meeting worthy of the name of a general meeting, and he hoped it was 
the iaitiation of a long career of prosperity. With those few remarks, he would 
move that the report and balance-sheet be received and adopted. Mr, GORGE 
BAYLIS seconded the proposition, 

Mr. HAZLEDINE sald he had visited the mines several times, remaining there 
several days, before he took an interest in the mine. During his several visits 
he obtained the opinion of some of the practical men connected with South Cara- 
don and Phosnix, and mixed himself up with the working miners in the neigh- 
bourhood, from whom he obtained much information about South Phosuix. 
Upon the last occasion he met Capt. Richards, of West Caradon, who told him 
if the present company were disposed to sell the mine he could find other parties 
who would pay all the money expended ; but he (Mr. Hazledine), bel!eving the 
property contained a great amount of wealth, declined the offer. fe felt con- 
vinced that development was the only thing needed, not only to repay share- 


holders, but to return to them a very handsome bonus in addition to an ordl- 
nary interest upon their capital. His opinion was best testified by the fact that

He also mentioned that contracts had been entered into for every- 
thing that could possibly be done with advantage by contract. As to the value 
of the property, 80 much had been said about it by those thoroughly acquainted 
with it that he would not add anything. The lode was 18 ft wide; its capels 
upon assay had ylelded 25 lbs. of tin to the ton of stuff—that was found in one 
of the backs. 

Mr. Moore asked the cost of the additional pumping-engine ?——Mr, Prar- 
SON sald that would not be required tiil the mine had been developed toa depth

Mr. MOORE was much obliged for the explanations, which he considered very 
satisfactory. 

The motion adopting the report and balance-sheet was put, and carried una- 
nimously. Messrs. Hazledine and Pearson, the retiring directors, were re-elec: ed, 
Mr. Sillifant, accountant, of London, and Mr, Whiting, accountant, of North- 
ampton, were elected auditors, 

An extraordinary general meeting was then held, in accordance 
with clauses 45 and 93 of the Articles of Association, to consider the 
following resolutions :—

ALLT-Y CRIB.—James Clint, April 23: The shoot in the engine-shaft was 
completed last week, and have been busy tramming stuff through the deep adit 
Sas Friday.

Clearing the mine of tributers’ stuff, which has accumulated during the last 
month. Proyision will also be made for clearing the level both east and west, 
in order to open up ground for tributers. The lode in the 70, east of engine- 
shaft, 1s at present poor, but being in new ground we may expect meeting 
with some of the runs of oreseen inthe level above. Thecross-cut driving south 
in this level is without alteration ; we have not yet driven the length calcu- 
lated to intersect the south vein by about 9 ft, In the 50 the old people appear 
to havesunk on the wrong portion of the lode, having left the main part to the 
south ; we, therefore, intend placing men to drive east from Buntin’s shaft, on 
its course, There is now in sight a nice mixture of ore and blende, and from 
its character we may reasonably look for an improvement. In our examination 
of the mine we find large quantities of ore have been raised both by the old and 
present companies, and several pitches are working, at an average tribute of 
él.

BRONFLOYD—(épecial Report).—John Davis: As instructed, I beg to send a 
quarterly report on the present state of these workings.—No. 3 Shaft, North 
Lode: This shaft was on July 31 last set to be sunk on the dip of the lode from 
the 84 to the 100, 16 fms, in one bargain, for 2461. The work was completed on 
March 30 last, but owing tothe men having followed the joint of the lode, in- 
stead of taking it down on a regular dip, there is a bend in the shaft, which 
must be squared from the 96 downwards. Hence I am now putting in the pit- 
work to that depth only, and shall then cross-cut north through the lode with 
all dispatch.—The 84 Fathom Level: This has passed through the bar of about 
3% fms. of hard, unproductive ground, which has been met with in each upper 
level, about 25 fms. west of shaft, and the lode is now again productive. This 
bar of ground may appear to bea disadvantage to the miue, but in my opinion 
it is Just the reverse, and saves a lot of timber charges, which would without it 
have to be incurred to keep the workings abroad; in fact, it forms a natural 
arch of protection. Thestopes above this level are worth from 2 to 5 tons of lead 
ore per cubic fathom.—Cross-cut South : From this level (the 84) we are making 
& most splendid trial by a cross-cut about 214 fms. west of shaft, to cut the south 
and middle lodes, known as Balcombe’s cross-cut, as on that gentleman’s In- 
structions it was commenced. There are three lodes supposed to traverse this 
sett from east to west, and the annexcd surface plan will best explain this trial. 
—No. 1 Shaft: This is sunk to the 36, on the lode most south at that point ; lode 
very promising, and from this level it is intended presently to open a cross-cut 
north (marked A), tocut the other two lodes at that depth. The south lode 
made very rich around the No. 2 shaft down to the 40, and from the profits of 
this ore the early dividends of the company were paid, This lode was lost in 
1861, and after sinking this shaft to the 52, driving 56 fms. west, and opening a 
cross-cut north for 16 fms. in length, the north lode was cut, and the present 
rich deposit of ore discovered, which has held good in each level, and improves 
in depth.—No, 3 Shaft: This was started from surface in June, 1865, to come 
down into this ore ground ; it caught the lode at the 62, and is now, as before 
stated, 10) fms, deep. Balcombe’s cross.cut (marked B) has cut into one lode, 
and ts being continued by four men, to throughly prove this ground. The driv- 
ing has tapped an enormous body of water, and, as I reported last week, it has 
by degrees entirely drained the No.2 shaft on the other lode, which is only 
sunk on to 52 fms., whereas this cross-cut is 32 fms. below, and much west of the 
perpendicular of that point, It proves that there is an open lode from the 52 to 
the 84 1n this unworked ground. I expect to find arich body of ore here, and 
should this trial succeed, as I verily believe it will, a discovery of ore will double 
the value of the property.—The 72 Fathom Level : This ts extended 64 fms. east 
and 30 fms, west of shaft; lode in the present ends worth respectively 25 cwts. 
and 30 cwts. of lead ore per cubic fathom. The stopes above this level yleld 
4 tons per cubic fathom. Wehave taken advantage of the stoppage of the ma- 
chinery from the accident in December last to build in a solid arch of masonry 
in this level in hydraulic lime, 12 fms. long, 41% ft. wide, and 7 ft. in height, so 
as to make thereupon a permanent deposit from the debris, and thus not only 
fill up the exhausted ground of the mine with waste, but save a great deal of 
labour and charge in drawing it to surface, and also enable the miners to take 
away the lode from level to !evel.—The 63 Fathom Level: The ends both east 
and west of this level are worth about 10 cwts. per cubic fathom, and the stopes 
above about 26 cwts. per fathom.—The 52 Fathom Level: The men are opening 
= on tribute at 61. per ton of dressed ore, and they are earning fair wages, 

believe there are many points in the higher levels of the mine from whence yet 
a large quantity of ore may be obtained, thus I think it good policy to keep men 
on tribute wherever I can for the sake of discoveries. The mine is looking tho- 
rougbly well at all points, and as we cross-cut the lode from the 96 we shall 
largely increase our output of ore, for you will see that so far the lower levels 
are the richest, while the quality of the ore also improves in depth. Owing to 
the break down of the machinery on Dec, 30 last, which entailed a loss of time 
of nearly nine weeks, we have sold no ore this quarter. We are still engaged 
completing the sale previously made, but I have no doubt whatever but that the 
sales of ore for the current year, notwithstanding the loss of time, will be in ex- 
Cess of those of any previous year. 

BRYNAMBOR.—G. Spargo, April 24: The lode in the 22 driving east is eome- 
what improved since my last, and still presenting the appearance of a further 
Improvement speedily.

103. per fm., 
the lode in which is large, and showing a very good appearance, The 50 west 
end to two men, at 101. 10s. per fathom; the lode here is heaved south by means 
of across-head. We bhave blasted a hole in the south side, which has thrown 
out some very good stones of blende; this looks encouraging. The ground ts 
spare. Winze below the 50 west level to four men, at 1il. per fm., the lode in 
which is yielding saving work. This winze is going down to prove a pleco of 
ground just at point of cross-cut in the 60, and also to ventilate that level, 
Stope in the bottom of 40, east of No. 2 winze, to four men, at 4/. 10s. per fm. ;

livered at a very Ww dst. Tho richness of the elvan at this depth has doen 
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proved, and there is no doubt but that the supply from this point will constder- 
ably increase the returns. The heavy flood on Monday caused a ran inthe 
western pit, by which a part of the incline road gave way, and we are now sup- 
plying the stamps from the eastern stope. To prevent a similar occurrence 
here, a considerable quantity of ground near the surface has been taken away 
anc sent to the stamps, as it was found to be productive for tin. 

CASHWELL (Lead).—J. Peart, April20: The drift going east in the south 
vein, below the Scar limestone is etill very hard, and contains about the same 
quantity of lead ore as last reported. No. 1 stope in the above stratum I pro- 
ducing some very good ore; there is a nice vein, 4 ft. wide, and well mixed with 
ore. In No. 2 stope in the same stratum, next to the drift forehead, very little 
has been done, but, so far, looks quite as promising as the others at this ran- 
dom. The stope in the north veln in Scar limestone is not quite so rich as the 
south vein, but contains some good pieces of ore and is easier to work. The 
stope In Slaty Hazle is improving a little; there is a strong string lying off 
about 4 ft. on the south side of the vein, and it contains about 41n. wide of ore, 
and ts stoped down with the vein.

and contains good work for tin. The lode in the end driving west of the cross- 
cut is 7 ft. wide, and is letting out water very freely. We have some large rocks 
that are rich for tin, and, from the appearances of the lode going down undor 
the level, I think will be found rich in depth. 

CATHEDRAL.—J. Michell, April 25: We are clearing the adit with all pos- 
sible speed, and have a good pare of men engaged about the work. We find the 
adit is clear from its mouth up to within 30fms, of Whitburn'’s pump-shaft, The 
water is drained up in this shaft ts about 1 ft. of the back of the level, conse- 
quently we shall have to go back to the next shaft, clear the obstruction, and 
draia the water, 80 as to be enabled to go westof Whitburn’s shaft. Weare 
making preparations to drop an 8-in. lift in Colonel's shaft, in order to — 
the water to surface; by this means we shall lessen the house of water; anc 
the men employed in clearing the adit will be able to carry on their operations 
with leasdanger. The water in the shaft is draining iteelf off at about the rate 
of 6 in. in 24 hours, 

CEFN BRWYNO.—J. Paull, April 28: At the 104 we are driving west a short 
distance in order to get under the winze just started at the 92 (opposite the 
cross-cut), and when we have driven another 6 or 8 ft. we shall commence to 
rise against the winze, in order to get a communication as quickly as possible 
for ventilation, &c., and when thisis effected the shaft will be sunk for another 
level with full apeed. The lode in the 104 is large, and worth % ton of lead ore 
per fathom. In the above-mentioned winze the lode ts 5 ft. wide, orey through- 
out, and producing good saving work. The winze below the 92, 50 fms. east of 
shaft, is being carried down as fast as possible, but the water Is quick ; the lode 
here producing 14% ton of lead ore per fathom. The lode in the 92 west Is open- 
ing out larger, and the part being carried ylelds some good lead and blende ores 
—a fine strong lode, and likely to improve. The lode in the stopes over this 
level varies from 4 to 8 ft. wide, and is worth from 16 cwts. to 1 ton of lead 
ore per fathom. At the 80 the lode is taking a more southerly direction, and 
shows a little ore, but not of anycommercial value, In the stope over this 
level west the lode will produce 16 cwts. of lead ore per fathom. The 80 east is 
being driven upon a lode 4 ft. wide, which contains lead and blende, and we 
anticipate an early improvement.

and branches of lead ore and quartz, with a good leader of lead ore on the foot. 
wall. There is a considerable flow of water from the west. This indication, 
added to the large size and nature of the lode generally, speak- well foran open 
and productive lode before us. We shall commence driving the 44 east a8 soon 
as it is possible. The shaftmen are going on with their sinking below the 4¢ 
without let. The lode in the 32 west is 2ft. wide, composed of killas, quarts, 
and stones of lead. This point bas greatly improved of late. The lode in tha

Kitto, W. J. Paull, 
April 22: Sturt’s Engine-Shaft : In driving the 215 fathom level ends, east and 
west, there is no change to report.—Crenver Shaft: In the 160 fm, level end 
east the lode Is 2 ft. wide, producing spots of copper ore, and likely to improve, 
In the 130 fm. level end east the lode 1s 1 ft. wide, producing a little tin and 
copper ore, but not enough to value. The 120 fm. level end east ts wort h for 
tin and copper ore 201. per fathom. The 120 fm. level end, west of rise, ta worth 
251. per fathom for tin and copper ore.—Pelly’s Engltoe-Shaft: In the 234 fm, 
level ends, east and west, there has been no lode taken down.

ground easy for working, and set at 45s, per fathom. The lode in the present 
end is about 18 in, wide, and turning out good work for tin. The tribute pitch 
in the back of this level is turning out good work. The ground in the south 
cross-cut still continues rather hard, but now easiex than we have had for the 
last month past.

WHEAL KINGSTON.—W. Metherell, April 25: We have a most splendid- 
looking lode here, of great breadth; no south wall. The shaft is down over 
5 fms. on the lode, which is composed of magnificent vughy quartz, rich gos- 
san, prian, &c.—in fact, the lode is like a honeycomb, another proof of its being 
a masterly champton lode of this district.It is a continuation of the same lode 
as in North Kingston.

Remarxs.—The efforts referred to in our last issue to turn the 
aspect of political affairs to account did not effect very much, not- 
withstanding an additional leverage brought to bear in the assurance 
that if the Alabama question were not sufficient to depress prices, 
and if continental disquietudes did not upset calculations, yet the 
resignation of the Ministry “being imminent,’”’ everything would 
godown. If “everything” included metals, all these possible contingencies have 
not as yet had the effect of materially disturbing the market. For afew days busi- 
ness was restricted, and prices somewhat gave way as regards some metals ; but the 
transactions effected at reduced quotations were not of a very important character. 
Towards the close of the week greater confidence became apparent, and a larger 
amount of business has been reported at an advance in price. Advices from the 
foreign markets have been generally of a more favourable character. Demand is 
springing up where formerly it did not exist, and it is strengthening where it did, 
and limits heing more in accordance with the present position of the English 
markets, orders can be placed with greater readiness than heretofore. Still further 
improvement must take place from abroad before an impetus will be imparted to 
the higher priced metals ; in the meantime, however, homeand continental demand, 
together with short supplies of raw material, are doing their work ; prices are fully 
maintained, and the tendency is to further advance. Adverse circumstances may 
possibly for a time act as a check upon this upward tendency ; but as it is in the main 
caused, not by undue speculation, which is sure sooner or latter to suffer collapse, 
but from the greatly increased demand for almost every variety of metal, it must 
triumph in the long run. If it isan established fact that these high prices mean 
large er doubtless in time production will be greatly stimulated and prices 
probably reduced ; but when this will be, if ever, it is impossible now to say. 

Copper.—Since this day week the Market has been subject to some 
fluctuation, it was then, and for a day or two subsequently, being 
depressed as much as possible by such parties as are interested ir. 
working prices downwards. Several sales for three months fixed 
parcels were sold at reduced prices, but operators for the most part 
refrained from acting, and preferred waiting the announcement of the 
charters before committing themselves to any transactions of magnitude, conse- 
quently the “ bears” for the time being were triumphant, but their triumph, unfor- 
tunately for them, was destined to beof short duration. On Thursday the charters 
became known, and further confirmed the already established fact that the produc- 
tion of Chili bars has considerably diminished compared with previous years, and this, 
combined with the reduction also in the Cornish mines, and the ever extending and 
increasing demand, cannot fail to produce a most important rise in the future value 
of this metal. The market at times has experienced some severe tests, but the 
result has proved to its ultimate advantage by gradually elevating its position higher 
and higher. It is now pretty evident to everybody that with a rise of £40 per ton 
from the lowest point to which Chili bars receded, that if stocks had been previously 
accumulated in Chili, and been held back on account of price, it would, ere this, have 
been manifest, and instead of getting a continuous run of small charters, the ship- 
ments would certainly have been heavy. The fortnightly charters consisted of 1,100 
tons, out of which 800 tons bars for the Continent, and the remaining 300 tons in ores 
and regulus for England. The effect of this announcement was electric, and under 
the influence of large purchases the price immediately advanced 2/. to 3/. per ton ; 
but sellers acted cautiously, and those who did not withdraw entirely, would sell 
only in limited quantities. For the present all chance of a downward tendency has 
vanished, for with such good advices the tone of the market at ordinary times 
would have strengthened ; but now that the country was never more prosperous, and 
the demand for all staple commodities is daily increasing, there is every reason to 
look forward to an active business, and with short supplies, prices must necessarily 
advance. The market has already in one day recovered nearly all that it lost in the 
previous fortnight. Cash parcels on Thursday realized up to 99/., and 100/. 10s. was 
paid for three months prompt. The Indian markets are ae omy improving, and as 
the ensuing month is generally atime when the natives begin buying freely, there 
will probably be some good orders given out shortly for these markets. Indian 4 by 
4 sheets is the cheapest kind of copper now to purchase, and merchants should avail 
themselves of this opportune moment, for they are never likely to have a more 
favourable occasion than the present. There is room for a great improvement in 
this particular branch of the trade. The shipments since 1870 have been very 
small indeed compared with the three previous years, and so long an interval has taken 
place since adequate supplies have gone forward, we fully anticipate that the exports 
to India will considerably increase, and exercise avery salutary influence upon our 
market. The demand for home consumption is expected to continue very good, the 
requirements for locomotive boilersand engine work is large, and stocks in consumers’ 
hands generally is small, and will have to be replenished at advanced rates. The pro- 
spects of the market are decidely encouraging, and a rise of at least 5/. per ton in 
tough seems imminent. The sales of Chili produce lately have been enormous, and if 
buyers require the production of the warrant, and abstain from realizing for a time, 
the price would run fabulously high, for there is not sufficient copper to represent 
the sales. The stock has been! sold three or four times over. olders have the 
market entirely in their own hands, and with ordinary discretion can effect a strong 
upward movement. pe | numerous transactions have taken place at various prices 
averaging 99/. 10s. for , and 101/., three months, for Chili bars. Wallaroo and 
Banca average about 103/. ; ores and regulus, 19§ to 20. The market closes very 
firm, and but few sellers remain at present rates. 

Inon.—The weekly report upon the Iron Markets appears to be 
but a reproduction of the same tale—that of extraordinary efforts 
to meet an extraordinary demand—and the inability of iron 
masters, notwithstanding all their efforts, to keep pace with the 
demand made upon them. It is reported that the make of pig 
iron in the North of England—this term including the works 
situated in the valleys of the Tyne and Tees, and the northern 
division of Yorkshire—has attained to nearly two million of tons annually, but it 
is found that large as this make is, it is insufficient for the demands on home and 
foreign account, which are made upon this centre of iron industry. The works of 
the finished iron makers are from time to time brought to a standstill for want of

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ACCIDENTS AND DEATHS IN COAL MINES, 


An important return, embracing a report from Mr, J. DICKINSON, 
Her Majesty’s Inspector of Mines, to the Home Secretary, has just 
been presented to the House of Commons, from which a very accu- 
rate notion of the result of Government Inspection in lessening the 

‘ loss of life can be drawn, The return shows that during the inspec- 
tion of coal mines there has been such a large diminution of the loss 
- of life in proportion to the number of persons employed, both per 
separate fatal accident and per death, as to convince any disinterested 
_ person that the Acts have hitherto been based upon a sound prin- 
.Ciple. If the figures be examined it will be seen that under every 
head, except Miscellaneous, there is a large diminution. The great 
diminution has been effected in explosions and shafts, which the 
management has most control over. It is also large in falls of roof 
and coal, where the miners have chiefly to take care of themselves, 
t The increase in miscellaneous accidents below ground arises chiefly 
from two causes—by tub wagons, or trams and blasting, each of 
‘ which has largely increased ; and the increase in the accidents on 
- the surface arises chiefly from railway wagons in the sidings, and 
from machinery, notably from the great extension of railways to 
r Gollieries which were previously only landsale, and the increased ap- 
plication of machinery for screening coal, &c, The increase below 
‘ ground, by tubs or trams and by blastings, is accountable for—first, 
by the transition that has numerously been taking place from sledges 
without wheels to tubs with wheels, which makes the work much 
easier, but more dangerous ; and, eecond, to the extraordinary extent 
that miners, to save labour, now use powder instead of undermining 
and cutting the coal with the pick, and then falling it with the ham- 
mer and wedge, as formerly. 

The increase, however, under the whole of the miscellaneous is but 
@ slight drawback as compared with the total improvement. Indeed, 
the miscellaneous increase is far more than balanced by the saving 
in shafts alone, in which the transition to cages and conductors from 
skips and corves has so numerously taken place simultaneously with 
that to tubs, The subjoined table shows the number of deaths by 
the accidents, together with the number of coal miners employed per 
each death, in each year since the commencement of the inspection 

:of coal mines :— 
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Mr, DICKINSON further states, with respect to the allegation which 
has come under Mr, BRUCE’s notice in South Wales, that he has had 
the list of accidents gone through since the commencement of the 
inspection of mines, and finds that the proportion of the accidents 
from trams, resulting in loss of life to boys between 10 and 12 years 
of age inthe South Wales and Monmouthshire districts, has been at 
the rateof— 1in 3°66 during the five years ending 1865

MINES REGULATION BILL, 


As it has been very generally acknowledged that certain clauses in 
the Mines Regulation Bill absolutely require some modification to 
make them acceptable to the several classes interested, it is gratify- 
ing to learn that the Home Secretary has seen the necessity of re- 

printing the Bill with amendments with a view to re-commitment, 
o weeks is to be allowed before the discussion in the House is 
brought forward, so that petitions for or against the Bill initsamended 
shape may, if necessary, be presented. In the meantime the under- 
ground managers of West Yorkshire have not been idle ; the sub- 
joined petition, to which 160 signatures are appended, containing some 
valuable and important suggestions with regard to the constitution 
of the examining board, which it is proposed to authorise to grant 
certificates to mine officers, has been prepared for presentation to the 
Home Secretary and House of Commons by the underground colliery 
managers belonging to the West Yorkshire Underground Viewers’ 
‘Association :— 
Tothe Right Hononrable HENRY AUSTIN BRUO®, Secretary of State for the 
Home Department, and to the Honourable the Commons of Great Britain 
.. and Ireland in Parliament assembled. 

The bumble petition of the undersigned underground éolliery managers of the 
‘West Yorkshire Underground Viewers’ Association (representing about 100 im- 
portant colllertes), assembled at the Old George Hotel, Briggate, Leeds, in the 
county of York, on Tuesday, April 23, 1872, 


as it seems to us, to some extent to meet the wishes alike of Government, coal- 
owners, and the miners of this country. 
Your petitioners, however, beg most respectfully to cail attention to the omis- 
sion of one important element In the sald Bil. Your petitioners see in the Bill, 
as it now stands, there is no provision for seats at the certifying board of com- 
petency to be occupied by underground colliery managers, persons upon whose 
knowledge and care very greatly depend not only the safety of the mine itself, 
but to a large extent the more immediate and vital operations of the colliery. 
It is, therefore,thought very desirable, not to say actually incumbent, on the part 
of the Government to provide (alike for the safety of masters and men) such 
representative element; and for this purpose it will be proposed in Committee 
to alter the language of clause 24 (page 16) as it now stands in blue ink in the 
amended Bill, so as to ensure, if possible, such representative power. 
The method by which it will be sought to obtain this necessary object is to 
insert some words and strike out others, so as to form a certifying board, thus 
constituted :—Two coalowners, two mining engincers, two underground colliery 
managers, two practital miners, and one person to be appointed by the Secré- 
tary of State, in all nine persons, 
The board (so formed) wil!, therefore, not be altered as to numbers, but will 
(as your bumble petitioners think) be more equitably and justly constituted. 
Your petitioners, belleving In the justice and fair play of such representations 
at the ae board, pray your honourable House to insert the alterations as 
proposed. 
And your petitioners, as in duty bound, will ever pray, &c. 
The alterations asked for appear most reasonable, for it is upon 
the underground managers of the pits more than upon anyone else 
that the safety of the men depends, It is they who are the highest 
officers almost constantly in the workings ; consequently they are in 
every respect the best qualified to judge of a man’s practical know- 
ledge. The certifying board, as constituted by the scheme drawn 
out by the underground viewers, appears admirable ; and, assuming 
that certificates are necessary at all, it would be difficult to suggest 
a board whose certificates would be like to secure more respect. The 
advantage of scientific knowledge to subordinate officers in mines is 
extremely questionable ; but, even supposing it to be desirable to de- 
mand some acquaintance with the theoretical management of col- 
lieries from underground managers and those below them, the pre- 
sence of two coalowners and two mining engineers at the board would 
be ample to secure it, It might be preferable that the certificating 
clauses should be expunged altogether ; but, if they be retained, their 
modification in the direction suggested appears indispensable, 








THE VARIOUS METHODS OF WORKING COAL, 


Some two years since a committee was appointed by the North of 
England Institute of Mining and Mechanical Engineers, to report on 
the various methods of working coal in Great Britain, and informa- 
tion is now being invited on the subject. To enable such information 
to be given in a form in which it can be viewed comparatively, the 
committee submit the following basis for the enquiries :— 

1.—As8 a rule, with seams of the same inclination, the following points influ- 
ence the choice in fixing upon a system of working :—a, Depth from surface.— 
b. Hardness of seam —c. Thickness of seam.—d. Character of roof and floor in 
contact with seam. Each variation in the above conditions may make a differ- 
ent mode of working advisable, ; 

2.—In laying out a pit the principles to be attended to chiefly are—a, Thecon- 
struction of permanent and temporary roads in such a manner that they shall 
need the least possible expenditure in repairs.—b. The extraction of the largest 
quantity of the coal which realises the highest price in the shortest space of time, 
and in such a condition that it will bear carriage well. 

8.—The working of the coal in such a manner that the crushing effect of the 
superincumbent strata is shown in the least possible degree. 

4.—The employment of a minimum quantity of rails, sleepers, props, and ma- 
terial generally. 

5.—The arrangement of air-roads to have a minimum length. In order to 
compare the practices in the various districts, it Is asked that a general deserip- 
tion of the mode of working any particular seam or seams in the colliery or dis- 
trict reported upon may be given. It has been thought desirable in every in- 
stance to ask for complete costs of working an area—say, of from 15 to 20 acres 
— by each system, and for this the information required will be :-a. Depth of 
seam from surface.—b. Character of strata for the first 30 feet above scam.,— 
c. Ditto below.—d. Section and description of nature of seam, and if accom- 
panted with gasor water, or both,—e. If tender, strong, brittle, tough, or woody. 
—f. General description of mode of working and ventilating the district, accom- 
panied by two plans, one showing the manner in which a colliery would be laid 
out by the system described, and the other the mode of working in detall. 

6.—Particulars of produce, showing the quantity of coal in tons from the 
‘*whole’’ workings, also the * broken’’ workings, with cost per ton of each, 
and, if kept separate, the relative selling prices or values of the coals from 
*“whole’”’ and * broken ”’ workings, or from “ headings” and ** banks,”’ as the 
case may be. Also the number of different qualities of coal produced, and the 
proportion they each bear to the total quantity obtained, and their selling prices, 

7.—Particulars of material consumed, and, if possible, detailed into rails, 
sleepers, props, crowns, chocks, sprags, brattice, and every other class of ma- 
terial used underground for the working of the area referred to, except rolling 
stock, and such materlals as are chargeable to transport from the point at which 
the coal is delivered by manual labour. 

8.—Particulars of labour charges, giving full details of the underground 
wages for piece and day work, paid from the time the tract of coal is first touched, 

If the system of working described make it inconvenient to give costs, &c., 
for the area of coal suggested a slight alteration of this area either way may 
be made. The committee give their assurance that the name of the colliery to 
which the information refers shall, if desired, be kept entirely private. If the 
particulars above are supplied a most valuable comparison may be made between 
the various modes of working. Those cognisant of any peculiarity in the mode 
of working of any colliery other than those under their management would 
oblige the committee by any such information. 

The committee, which is composed of Messrs. E. F. Born, G. B. 
Forster, LINDSAY Woop, JOHN DAGLISH, JoHN MARLEY, and 
WILLIAM COCHRANE (who has undertaken the office of honorary 
secretary, and to whom the returns of information are to be made), 
further remark that the working of overlying and underlying seams 
is one of increasing importance, and suggest that any data upon 
this subject would be valuable, It is requested that the details may 
be supplied by the end of June next, and the committee invite, asa 
substitute for, or in addition to, the information which the answers 
would elicit, papers on the method of working coal in some parti- 
cular district, to be read before the Institute. The vast importance 
to the trade generally of such information as will be brought together 
if the committee receive the hearty co-operation of those who can 
assist them should suffice to induce ready replies to the enquiries, 
and we trust the committee will have no reason to complain that 
the information is not forthcoming. 








WARLICH’S PATENT FUEL WORKS.—We regret to hear that the 
very extensive fuel works situate at Swansea, and known as War- 
lick’s Patent, have been compelled to almost suspend operations, and 
the estate is in course of being wound-up by the official liquidator. 
The works are of a very extensive character, giving employ toa large 
number of hands, whilst during the past few years they have been 
considerably enlarged, and heavy outlays made in the purchase of 
steamers for the purpose of transporting the fuel to London, Sun- 
derland, and other places, We have heard the liabilities stated at 
an almost fabulous amount, but under any circumstances they must 
amount to many thousands, There was a great demand for the fuel 
of this company, and for several years past the Russian navy has 
been almost exclusively supplied therewith. Many of the colliery 
proprietors of the district will find the suspension of operations on 
the part of the fuel company a serious loss, in consequence of the 
immense quantities of small coal which were there consumed, and 
for which there will now be some difficulty in finding a sale,

But apparently no great effoit was made to sur- 
mount the difficulty. The company declined to prosecute the pump- 
ing on the merits of the mineral grants iu their holding; they took 
up the pumps, and left the water to rise, and now the works are 
wholly submerged, and cast aside like a thing done with. The 
strong reason moving the company to adopt this step was, no doubt, 
the desire to concentrate all their future energies on the New Havod 
Colliery, where they have invested so largely. Such being the state 
of the case in reference to the old colliery, one would think the ques- 
tion of coal left in the ground may be open to be treated as a public 
matter, The flooding of mines is a serious business these days, and 
whatever can be done to remove the evil out of the way altogether, 
or even to mitigate the injury, deserves the sympathy and considera- 
tion of all concerned. In the present instance four collieries are 
inundated—Wynnhall, the upper part of Gardden Lodge, Gardden 
Hall, and the Brandy, which includes West’s land and the Ponkey. 
In addition to these, there are detached portions of other estates suf- 
fering in like manner, which would become available as the deeper 
points are relieved. According to the best accounts, a tabulated 
form of the various seams of coal left standing at the present time

Then, reference may be made to some 
others that are in a manner involved in the drainage of the mines, 
but who, being in happier circumstances, feel not from it, such as 
the New British Iron Company and the Plaskynaston Coal Com- 
pany. It is true neither of the two are injured by the water at the 
present moment, and it is devoutly to be hoped their splendid coal 
fields in the deep never will be visited by it, and what is flooded in 
the upper fields belonging to them they can well afford to letremain 
in the same state undisturbed. But it is not so with their neighbours, 
for the pooling of the water at their places has shut them all up, 
and inflicted a heavy loss, and rendered some valuable minerals un- 
approachable until some means can be procured to recover them. 
Happily it is possible to do so. One proposal is to secure a combi- 
nation of the most interested parties and others distributed over as 
large an area as possible to defray the annual water cost. Will the 
parties named come to the rescue? It would be a great thing to se- 
cure the sympathy and help of the North British Iron Company. 
The Plasbenniar water has pooled into Wynn Hall, and from that hour 
is dated the calamity that has overtaken the Gardden and Brandy 
Collieries, The company had a right to stop the B pitengine when 
they wanted it no longer. The position of the water in the pits at 
the present time throws a new light on the case. 

In Plasbenniar and Delf the water is several yards higher than the 
line of the Dee Level in those lands, and this fact shows that the 
volume formerly coming to the B pit engine cannot pass through 
the adit at one flow, so what fails to go forward is forced back, and 
the quantity has so far accumulated and made to rise as alluded to; 
and this body of water standing above the Dee Level in the com- 
pany’s land from Delf to Plasbenniar must be pressing on Wynn Hall 
and the other injured properties. The water will rise in Acrefair, 
too, as much as the other places, and in course of time will become 
a source of annoyance and expense, if not real harm. If the pro- 
posed drainage effort succeeds it would practically relieve the Dee 
Level of the danger to which it is now liable, because the heavy pres- 
sure there is upon it at the present time would in that event be taken 
away, and the old channel would be confined to perform the work it 
was made for—to carry off the top water on the lands through which 
it passes, Coming back to the question of the extent of unwrought 
ground, the large area of coking and gas coal is the important part 
of the case, and what sets value upon the rest, 





REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


April 25,—The week affords remarkably little to put upon record. 
The mining fever still rages with no apparent diminution of the 
symptoms, although notes of warning are now beginning faintly to 
be sounded here and there by those who believe that, although the 
success of legitimate mining just now seems assured, there are cer- 
tain “ bogus” arrangements that must ere long fall through. Those 
who are wise will neither help on the panic which their collapse 
must cause, by blowing the bubbles still further; nor will they be 
frightened at the panic when it does come, for it will be in the end 
a friend and not an enemy of genuine mining enterprise. 

Although not directly interested in the mine concerned, Cornish- 
men have received theinformation of the withdrawal of the outrageous 
terms propounded by the Woods and Forests Board to Great Laxey 
with a great deal of satisfaction. Mr. J. D. Lewis, the senior repre- 
sentative of the borough of Devonport, has been chiefly instrumental 
in inducing the Treasury to interfere in this matter, 

Another western M.P., who has for sometime been absent from his 
parliamentary duties, Mr. E. Brydges Willyams, is now on his way 
home from the well-known Emma Mine, his visit to which has been 
attended with the most satisfactory results to the shareholders. 

The statement which we made a few weeks since concerning the 
extent to which East Pool worked into South Crofty is fully con- 
firmed, The check dialling has only just been concluded ; the re- 
sult being that, the figures of Mr. Henderson, C.E., and of Captain 
Josiah Thomas practically coinciding, East Pool will have to pay for 
about 14 feet. Mr. Henderson has recently reported with regard to 
Killifreth that a portion of the tin lode passing through that concern 
belongs to Great Wheal Busy, now again about to justify its name. 

The Truro and Perran Railway Bill has come before the Commit- 
tee of the House of Commons this week—formally, for it was unop- 
posed, In connection with the great Treffry Estate scheme, a friendly 
suit for the attainment of requisite powers was heard by Vice-Chan- 
cellor Williams last week. 

Mr, Smith, the London solicitor, who was adjudged by a Cornish 
jury at the Bodmin Assizes, to pay 300/, to one of the promoters of 
the Duchy and Stuckley Mine, part of the purchase-money of certain 
shares, has appealed to the Superior Court, without result, The 
question at issue was whether Mr, Smith was a real purchaser, or a 
friend of his—a Mr. Granville. 

New stamping machinery, by Messrs, Harvey and Co., has just 
been put in operation at Wheal Lucy. 

Our prognostications concerning the revival of mining in the Ash- 
burton district which would be caused by the opening of the Totnes 
and Ashburton Railway are being realised even more rapidly than 
could have been hoped. Wheal Druid is going to start again, and 
several fresh setts will be opened,

TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


April 25.—Strong north-east gales and heavy seas on the north- 
east coast have much retarded the movements of shipping lately, con- 
sequently the arrivals of vessels have been comparatively trifling, 
and sailings are also on a very moderate scale. The demand for steam 
coal is a little more moderate than for some time past, but for most 
other kinds of coal it continues excessive, and prices of house and 
manufacturing coal are increasing. Many of the works are much 
obstructed owing to the want of supplies of fuel, and many of the 
rolling-mills and manufactories are also considerably crippled owing 
to the short supplies of iron. The state of the Iron Trade generally 
is entirely without precedent. The make of pig-iron continues large, 
as also of rails, plates, &c., but the demand for most kinds is greater 
than the supply, Nodoubt manufacturers of pig-iron, &c., are doing 
pretty well, and those manufacturers especially who hold coking coal 
collieries, and manufacture part of the coke they require ; but those 
who have to purchase all the coke they consume have a most exor- 
bitant price to pay for it. The demand for rails continues, but for 
ship-plates it is not likely to continue so great, as the requirements 
for iron steam-vessels must decrease ; indeed, at present there is not 
sufficient employment for steam-vessels here, Manufacturers of ar- 
ticles comparatively small, such as coal wagons, &c., complain much 
of the short supplies of iron, coal, and coke, and also of the large 
prices they have to pay both for materials and labour, many of the 
manufacturers refusing to give tenders or take orders owing to those 
untoward circumstances, 

It is hardly necessary to remark that all the miners in those 
counties are well employed, and earning very good wages. The de- 
mand for men of all kinds is indeed great, to prove which we only 
need to point to the fact that lately an agent for the Castle Eden, 
Haswell, and Shotten Collieries made an offer to employ the whole 


of the men now out on strike connected with the lead mines of Mr, | 


Beaumont. On the whole, a good understanding continues to pre- 
vail between the parties, and when differences do occur they are 
generally soon settled by the good old system of Arbitration; for 
there is little doubt that the general impression amongst the public 
is that the settlement of disputes between workmen and their masters 
by arbitration is a modern invention; this is quite a mistake, as the 
system was in common use in the coal trade 30 years ago. 

The Weardale lead miners are out on strike, but this awkward step 
will, it is hoped, speedily terminate, as all the demands made by the men have 
been conceded by the noble proprietor of the mives, Mr. Beaumont. It is well 
known that this gentleman is a kind and good master, aud now that he bas 
conceded all that is demanded it ts sincerely to be hoped they will not higglo 
further about forms and ceremonies, but accept the offer made to them, and 
trust to the agents and managers for kind and just treatment in the future, 
No doubt some misunderstanding has taken place amongst the parties, and this 
is unavoidable in moat cases, but all can soon be set right by mutual concessions, 
and by all parties cultivating kindly feelings, 

Several very important Bills relating to this district have come 
before Committees of the House during the week. First, there is the Berwick Har- 
bour, the Tyne Improvement, and Gateshead and Newcastle Tramways Bllls— 
these are unopposed. The Berwick Harbour Bill is of some consequence to the 
coal trade of Northumberland, for, although the coal seams are very thin at 
the northern and western extremities of this coal fleld, yet as coals are advane- 
ing so much in value those thin seams will not only become workable, but prove 
of great value, Of course, In order to bring those seams {nto play heneficlally, 
the long wall system of working must be learnt by the miners of the North. The 
coal miners of the Midland and Southern districts of England have many of 
them laboured to expound and explain this system. We need ouly point to 
the valuable paper of Mr. Lewls on this interesting subject, now published, 
with diagrams, in the ‘* Transactions of the Northern Institute of Mining Kn- 
gineers,’’ This paper, and the diagrams referred to, really place the system 
very clearly before the reader ; and it must assist materially to bring this sys- 
tem into practice in the North. The Tyne Improvement Bill, as it includes 
the Coble Dean dock and railway approaches, is of great consequence, The for- 
mation of this dock, which has been so long delayed, 1s most urgently required, 
and will now be carried out. 

The new swing bridge at Newcastle, which will, when completed, 
admit ships up to the higher reaches of the river, is making but slow progress; 
the main plers, however, are so far completed that tenders are wauted for the 
iron arches. These will, of course, be of a very massive character, In antict- 
pation of the opening of this bridge, several works are projected westwards, in 
addition to those already in operation, Amongst the rest, it is expected that 
iron shipbuilding will be commenced on the north side of the river, near the 
great works of Sir. William Armstrong and Co. 








REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE, 


April 25,—A diminution in the demand for coal for domestic con- 
sumption is beginning to be sensibly felt, and consequent thereupon 
we have an improvement in the supply in other branches of the trade, 
Prices are well maintained, and the demand is still abundant, The 
recent advance in the rates for manufactured iron has not made 
makers more willing to book orders for deferred delivery, although 
the prices are exceedingly high. From the northern part of the dise 
trict the reports are very satisfactory, and special attention is drawn 
to the development of iron shipbuilding in the neighbourhood of Bar- 
row, where large works have recently been put in operation, Orders 
continue numerous in all departments for iron and steel, shipping is 
brisk, the foundries are well employed, and all engineering works 
are in active operation, 

The sitting of the inquest concerning the Atherton explosion, yes- 
terday, was only of a formal character. The coroner was unable to 
be present, and his deputy adjourned the enquiry for a week,

April 24.—The warrant market continues pretty steady, with a 
fair amount of business doing. The lowest price last week was 
91s, 3d. cash, and the closing price on Friday was 92s.

We have again to report little business doing in Finished Iron, the 
only transactions we have heard of being one or two small orders 
from abroad, booked by the Govan Company ; while some smelters, 
who are also makers of the manufactured article, are preferring to 
sell their pigs to continuing their manufacture into bar-iron. But 
although there is scarcely any new work offering at the advance, 
makers have plenty in hand, and new orders are being pretty gene- 
rally declined, unless at the irregular but increased quotations noticed 
two weeks ago, Merchants are in course of receiving the delivery 
of the bulk of their iron contracted for previous to the last advance, 
and with the present demand they cannot allow their stores to be 
bared, so that the demand will be ready for the makers as soon as 
they are ready for the work. 

The Tharsis Copper and Sulphur Company held their sixth meet- 
ing here last week, when a dividend of 20 per cent. was agreed to, 
carrying over 22,000/, to next year. The Chairman (Mr, Charles 
Tennent) stated that the year 1871 had been to their interests one of 
marked progress and development, Their mines of Tharsis and 
Calanas had yielded in all 371,466 tons of pyrites, against 309,866 
tons in 1870, showing an increase of 61,600 tons, The deliveries in 
this country had amounted to 217,894 tons, against 132,230 tons in 
1870, being an increase of no less than 85,664 tons. The total re- 
duction of fine copper at the metal works of the company, including 
that from Spanish precipitate and slab, had been 7083 tons, against 
5546 tons in 1870—an increase of 1537 tons; and the output of iron 
ore had been 96,878 tons, against 22,085 tons in 1870—an increase of 
14,793 tons, Their costs, on the whole, varied little from those of 
1870, and the prices obtained for sulphur and iron had been almost 
identical with those of 1870, and for copper 71/, 12s, 3d, net, against 
697, 18s, 6d. in 1870—which latter was the lowest annual average of 
this metal for the last 40 years, The report was considered most 
satisfactory, and was cordially approved of, 

The continued demand for coal is stimulating the market towards 
a further advance, which, strange as it may appear, may be very 
shortly effected. The whole of the shipping demand is more in the 
hands of the sale coalmasters this season, than it has been for very 
many years, as the ironmasters are consuming the whole of their 
own output, and have themselves become buyers instead of sellers, 
In these circumstances the prices are well maintained, and the sup- 
ply is scarcely equal to the demand. During the week tke whole 
foreign and coastwise shipments amounted to 39,067 tons, against 
34,857 tons in the same week last year. 

With buoyant trade, the colliers in this as well as in the Lark- 
hall and Airdrie distriots are agitating for another rise, and when 
once the ball is set rolling for an advance it is not generally al- 
lowed to stop till it rolls over the whole of the mining districts in 
Scotland. The shale miners near Johnstone have struck work for 
an advance of 6d. per day. 

In consequence of Mr, Bruce’s refusal to adopt the amendments 
upon the “ Mines Inspection Bill,” agreed to at a late conference of 
mineowners, and miners, assisted by Government Inspectors, those 
interested here have resolved to petition the House of Commons in 
terms of these amendments before it goes into Committee, 





A joint-stock company, to be called the West Calder Oil Company 
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with a very influential local directorate, has been floated here. The proposed 
capital is given at 160,9001.,1n 101. shares. The property to be acquired includes 
the works, plant, and lca-es of the present proprietors, &c. 

WILFUL FIRE-RAtsinGc.— David Dunn, alias David Gardner Dunn, 
late colliery manager, Hami!ton, was charged yesterday, at the Justiclary Court, 
held here, with wilful fire raising, or attempt to commit wilful fire-raising,in so 
far as, on Dec. 27, 1871, at Greenfield Colliery, parish of Hamilton, he being 
the manager of said colliery, did set fire to the woodwork of a press in the pay- 
office there, containing papers and books; or otherwise be did attempt to set 
fire to said press, papers, books, &c. He pleaded not guilty, and, after a long 
trial, was acquitted, on account of the charge being, in the opinion of the jury, 
** Not proven,”’ 

At the Small Debt Court, Airdrie, an action of considerable impor- 
tance to puddlers was decided by Sheriff Logie. Mr. Thomas Jackson, of the 
Coats Ironworks, sued a puddier in his employment, named Bernard Burns, for 
121. as compensation for loss caused through defender absenting himself from 
his work on five different days in the present month without sufficient reason 
and without any warning. After hearing the agent for the defender the sheriff 
gave decree for 41. 48. damages, 

NEw SMOKE CONSUMING APPARATUS.—A new smoke-consuming 
apparatus bas been erected at a factory in Dundee. ach boiler consists of 64 
malleable tron tubes, 1144 feet in length, and 5 inches in diameter. At the end 
of each tube there ts a cast-fron head screwed on, holding capes, which cross from 
one tube to another; this is to allow the water to circulate freely through all 
the tubes. ‘l'o keep the tubes always clean they are set at an angle, so that any 
sediment coming from the boiler will fall dwn into a sediment collector. The 
furnaces below are provided with air-chamb rs or flues, which lead round the 
boilers, and allow free access to the back side of the fires, This arrangement ts 
expected to be an effectual means for consuming smoke arising from the furnacs, 
But in addition to these air-chambers the furnaces are fitted up with the usual 

rforated doors. The boilers were tested on Wednesday with the most satts- 

actory results, Theseare the first of their kind which have ever appeared north 
of the Tay ; and, indeed, there is only one otber mill in Scotland which ts pro- 
vided with them—the Albion Works, in Glasgow. The patentee of the apparatus 
—Boot’s patent—says that the boilers, beside consuming the smoke, will save 
one-fourth in coal as compared with the common boilers. 





EASst FoxpDALE SILVER-LEAD MINE (Isle of Man).—In addition 
to the rich course of lead ore passed through in the 60, worth from 
1007. to 1202. per fm., and a run of ground opened on at this level for 
something like 30 to 35 fms, in length, and in places gone down in

VAN CONSOLS—“ TIME ON BARGAINS,” 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

812,—Mr. Wm, Ward is quite wrong in stating in his letter, inserted 
in last week's Journal, that the Committee of the Stock Exchange 
do not recognise bargains beyond the current account ; the fact being 
that the Committee do recognise such bargains, provided they have 
not “ been effected more than eight days previously to the close of 
the pending account.’”” Whilst I heartily condemn the system of advertising 
shares for sale at prices considerably lower than market rates for ‘‘ time on,”’ 
with nS options attached to them (the system of advertising shares at prices 
ridiculously above market rates belug scarcely less deserving of condemnation), 
I must enter my protest against Mr. Ward's statement that there is no legal 
claim agatnst a defaulter in a‘*time on’’ bargain, as the period of time to 
elapse between the making a bargain and the day fixed for its fulfilment does 
not at all affect its legality, be the article sold shares, merchandise, or any other 
description of property. Were time the test of the legality of a contract, three- 
fourths of the mercantile transactions of the country would be illegal, as nothing 
is more common than to sell for three, six, nine, and twelve months forward 
delivery, and inthe eyeof the law there is no difference between shares and mer- 
chandise, Any contract for ‘time on"’ or * forward delivery,” in which it was 
stipulated that the article sold should not be delivered, but should be re-sold by 
the buyer to the seller at the market prive of the day of settlement, and the dif- 
feronce between the latter and the contract price paid to the party in whose 
favour the difference may have accrued, would be illegal, and could not be en- 
forced against the defaulting party to it in a court of law, as such a contract is 
clearly within the prohibitory provisious of the Wagering Act, however short 
may be the period between makiug the contract and the day or bour stipulated 
for settlement. 

The obvious intent of the Stock Exchange rule is to check speculative forward 
purchases or sales of stock, and to limit the timeof settlement within a reason- 
able period, whereby the risk of dealing with parties of doubtful responsibility 
in properties essentially of a fluctuating character, and in many cases bearing 
only a ‘* fancy value,’ is materlally lessened, and no member of the Stock Ex- 
change could, because of the rule, evade the fulfilment of any bargain done in 
violation of it, the rule simply meaning, as far as its pecuniary operation is con- 
cerned, that the estate of any defaulter shall vot be liable for any loss in such 
a bargain, in case of the failure of either party tothe transaction.
